The  Second  Mile  . . . 

. Every  Six  Months  by  Virgil  Smith 

If  the  word  of  President  David  O.  McKay  is  any  indication,  Lat- 
ter-day Saints  in  general  are  guilty  of  having  a curious  type  of 
perspective — we  love  humanity,  but  don’t  care  much  for  people. 

That  is,  we  are  willing  to  support  formal  missionary  work,  and 
explain  the  virtues  of  Christian  living  in  detail,  but  we  are  a bit 
reluctant  to  practice  such  a way  of  life.  President  McKay  said  in 
conference  Saturday  that  we  need  to  do  two  important  things: 
first,  put  our  own  homes  in  order,  and  second,  proclaim  the  gospel  of 
Jesus  Christ. 

As  a help  in  accomplishing  the  first  aim,  he  suggested  re- 
moving such  home-destroying  termites  as  backbiting,  evil  speak- 
ing, fault-finding,  slander,  and  gossip.  Hd  further  indicated  that 
such  habits  also  contribute  to  the  weakness  of  schools,  govern- 
ment, and  church. 

It  is  clear  that  no  matter  what  good  qualities  may  exist  in  these 
four  institutions,  their  influence  will  be  limited  by  the  amount  of 
confidence  we  have  in  them.  Confidence  is  easily  lost  by  hearing  pre- 
mature criticism,  and  it  is  not  easy  to  recover. 

Latter-day  Saints,  of  all  people,  should  be  conscious  of  the 
damaging  influence  of  careless  comment  of  the  type  that  multiplied 
the  persecution  against  the  Church.  An  example  of  today’s  need  on  a 
national  scale  is  America’s  promotion  of  assistance*  to  foreign  people 
at  the  same  time  as  fostering  corrupt  personal  relations  in  private 
life. 

As  for  the  influence  of  BYU,  we  should  not  bind  it  by  incon- 
siderate opinions.  True,  it  is  not  always  easy  to  give  the  extra 
thoughtfulness  that  charity  requires,  but  the  rewards  are  well 
worth  it.

The  fearful  im- 
port of  his  knowledge  occasionally  finds  expression  in  the  violent 
and  righteous  denunciation  of  such  heinous  practices  as  the 
worship  of  “The  Great  Stone  God”  on  “Y”  Mountain,  and  the  fool- 
ishness of  an  honor  code  among  the  Saints.  These  denunciations  are 
discreetly  published  in  the  campus  scandal  sheet  that  all  may  stand 
warned  and  condemned.

This,  of  course,  is  more 
easily  tolerated  when  we  understand  that,  with  the  minor  assistance 
of  God,  he  very  well  ran  things  in  the  vineyard  during  his  pilgrim- 
age. This  experience  qualifies  him  as  an  expert  in  everything,  and, 
as  a veritable  fountain  of  truth,  he  graciously  confers  the  manifold 
blessings  of  his  advice  on  high  and  low  alike.  Neither  Bishop  nor 
Stake  President  is  beyond  the  kind  chastening  of  this  sage  as  he 
goes  about  his  noble  task  of  reforming  everyone  but  himself.  He, 
as  everyone  knows,  is  perfect,  his  greatest  fault  being  that  he  knows 
it. 

It  Is  Unique  Service 

Thus,  the  returned  missionary,  though  scoffed  and  ridiculed, 
may  yet  prove  to  be  the  salvation  of  the  Church.

This  he  does  unconsciously  as  a 
man  of  destiny.  For  it  is  not  in  the  unctious  wagging  of  his  tongue 
that  we  find  ourselves  saved;  it  is  not  in  the  blackness  of  his 
prophecies  that  we  find'  ourselves  purged;  it  is  not  that  we  are 
cleansed  in  his  pious  presence,  or  enlightened  by  his  wisdom.  But  il 
is  rather  through  his  association  that  we  gain  that  tieep,  mature  and 
abiding  faith  that  the  Church  will  grow  in  spite  of  the  missionaries. 
This  is  the  greatest  service  he  can1  perform.  This,  indeed,  is  what 
makes  the  returned  missionary  unique.

The  Brigham  Young  Cou- 
gars have  some  of  the  na- 
tion’s best  records  in  several 
different  departments,  ac- 
cording to  the  final  basket- 
ball statistics  recently  re- 
leased by  the  National  Col- 
legiate Athletic  Bureau. 

The  figures  indicated  the 
Cougars  ended  in  seventh 
place  in'  team  defense.  The 
Wattsmen  held  the  ' opposi- 
tion to  an  average  of  56.5 
points  per  game  for  30 
games. 

Oklahoma  A&M  copped  the 
defense  title  with  a 53.8  av- 
erage for  the  same  number 
of  games. 

Brigham  Young  also  won  a 
favored  spot  among  the  lead- 
ers in  average  scoring  mar- 
gin over  all  opponents.  The 
Cats  placed  14th  with  a 11.9 
point  spread  over  the  aver- 
age opponent.

Only  one  BYU  player,  Joe 
Richey,  was  numbered  with 
the  individual  scoring  lead- 
ers of  the  country’s  major 
colleges.  Richey’s  17.6  point 
average  for  29  games  placed 
73rd  in  the  nation. 

Joe  also  placed  high  in  the 
free  throw  department,  con- 
necting with  78.3  of  his  chari- 
ty tosses.  This  mark  placed 
Richey  in  20th  place.

It  has  been  said  that  not  to  know  Shaw  is  io  be  as  far  behind 
the  times  .as  he  was  ahead  of  them.  In  the  University  theatre’s  pro- 
duction of  “Pygmajion”  last  week,  some  were  meeting  Shaw  for 
the  first  time,  ohers  of  us  were  renewing  an  acquaintance;  but  none 
of  us  are  as  far  behind  the  times  as  we  previously  were. 

Shaw  himself  was  delighted  with  the  popular  acclaim 
given  “Pygmalion”  in  all  entertainment  fields.  It  is  hard  to 
imagine  a more  deserving  play;  and  so  the  U.  T.  had  part  of  its 
battle  won  long  before  first  curtain.  Director  Sensenbach  gave 
us  acceptable  Shaw  which  never  dipped  into  mediocrity.  Direc- 
tion was  perhaps  best  in  not  calling  attention  to  itself  thereby 
allowing  full  concentration  on  Shaw. 

Junius  Hamblin  designed  the  production  with  an  economy  of 
scenery  exactly  right  for  the  U.  T.  treatment.  Set  pieces,  instead 
of  conventional  box  sets,  provided  enough  scenery  to  stimulate  in- 
terest, but  never  enough  to  get  in  the  way  of  the  proceedings.  . . 
this  is  an  unconditional  compliment. 

Gayle  Hall’s  Eliza  was,  of  course,  hilarious.  More  than  that,  it 
caught  the  warmth,  the  pathos  and  the  real  worth  of  the  character. 
Craig  Lillywhite’s  Higgins,  played  with  naturalness  and  ease,  con- 
trasted pleasantly  with  his  co-workers’  more  labored-for  effects. 
He  was  for  me,  however,  too  juvenile,  too  nasal,  and  too  often  seen 
with  his  hands  stuffed  in  his  pockets. 

Kay  Moon’s  Pickering  was  as  mature,  convincing  and  authori- 
tative a piece  of  acting  as  we  are  likely  to  see  in  the  U/T.  Anne 
Rasmussen  as  Mrs.  Higgins,  and  Barbara  West  as  the  housekeeper 
were  entirely  satisfactory.  Richard  Brannock  made  the  most  of  one 
of  Shaw’s  best  writen  roles,  that  of  Eliza’s  father.  Brannock’s -“art” 
is  still  showing;  but  he  emerges  as  the  most  important  new  actor 
on  campus. 


According  to  Ralph  Jack,  edi- 
tor of  the  campus  paper,  any 
person  with  a writing  bent  is 
urged  to  come  to  meeting.  An 
important  issue  of  the  paper  is 
being  planned  and  it  is  impera- 
tive that  all  ex,  present  and  fu- 
ture staff  members  be  in  attend- 
ance.
